This  program  at  the  Tufts  Educational 
Day  Care  Center  provides  an  exciting 
opportunity  for  Tufts  students  to 
become  involved  in  young  children's 
lives  in  meaningful  ways.  As  a 
Special  Friend,  you  develop  a  close 
relationship  with  an  individual  child, 
under  the  guidance  of  a  classroom 
teacher.  The  relationship  gives  you 
experience  in  working  with  a  young 
child  and  truly  making  a  difference  in 
the  life  of  that  child.  For  children,  the 
program  provides  the  special 
attention  that  each  child  needs  to 
grow  and  learn. 
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ESL  for  OneSource 

ESL  for  Onesource  is  a  volunteer  program 
for  students  who  want  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  give  back  to  our  primarily 
Spanish- speaking  Onesource  janitorial 
staff  by  teaching  free  English  classes  once 
a  week.

Big  Brothers 

This  LCS  chapter  provides  students 
with  the  opportunity  to  develop  a  one- 
on-one  friendship  with  a  kid  from  the 
Boston  area  through  the  Big  Brothers  of 
Massachusetts  Bay  organization.  This 
LCS  program  works  in  conjunction 
with  the  non-profit  organization  Big 
Brothers  Big  Sisters  of  Massachusetts 
Bay  to  recruit  male  mentors  from  the 
Tufts  student  body. 
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Traveling  Treasure  Trunk 

Each  semester,  we  write  or  adapt,  direct,  costume,  and  produce  our  own  plays,  skits, 
and  songs  to  be  performed  at  Boston-area  schools,  hospitals,  libraries,  and  day  care 
centers.  Each  Trunk  show  has  five  troupe  members  in  it,  allowing  for  the  group  to 
perform  for  as  many  elementary-aged  children  as  possible  each  semester. 
Performances  are  free  of  charge,  though  donations  are  happily  accepted,  collected,  and 
given  to  a  local  child-orientated  charity,  chosen  at  the  start  of  each  year.
